I  still  remember  when  I  was 
a  little  girl  in<my  native  town 
of  Canton  in  W^southern  part 
of  China.  When  I  was  admitted 
intd  Pui  Tod  Middle  school,  a 
Southern  BaptUt  missjflpary 
school,  I  came  to  know  th^les- 
sed  message  of  the  Christian 
Gospel.  My  close  Christian 
friends  were  Pr.  and-  Mrs.  Eu¬ 
gene  Hill,  Miss  Mildred  Love- 
gren,  Miss  Jaxie  Short,  and  oth¬ 
er  missionaries.  It  waa  an  in¬ 
spiration  to  know  these  people 
from  a  distant  land  struggling 
with  Chinese  customs  and  lan¬ 
guage  just  because'  they  were 
(failed  of  God  to  win  all  people 
To  the  knowledge  and  Salvation 
of  Jesus  Christ. 

I  trusted  Jesus  as  my  personal 
Saviour  and  was  baptized  into 
the  ihembership  of  the  church. 
Although  my  family  gave  me 
permission,  they  were  sad  at 
heart.  According  to  the  tradi¬ 
tional  custom  during  the  Chin¬ 
ese  New  Year  and  many  other 
fastivals,  we  paid  respect  to  our 
ancestors  by  worshipping  their 
pictures  and  offering  sacrifices. 
Since  most  of  the  Chinese  Chris¬ 
tian  people  do  not  approve  to 
do  so,  they  are  considered  un¬ 
faithful  to.  their  family  and  thus 
many  suffer  persecution.  But 
through  the  grace  of  the  Lord 
and  our  Christian  lives,  we  offer 
a  winning  witness  of  the  light 
of  Jesus  for  our  families. 

Sought  Service 

One  day  1  went  to  Miss  Love- 
gren  for  counsel  about  a  place 
of  Christian  aervice,  and  she 
told  me  of  a  former  seminary 
mate,  Edwin  Wilaon,  who  with¬ 
out  his  physical  sight,  is  the 
founder  and  director  of  The 
Braille  Evangel,  ministry  to  the 
blind.

The  missions  leader  said  the 
Chinese  church  was  far  from 
I  extinction, because  the  estimat¬ 
ed  number  of  Protestants  in 
that  country  today  is  about  the 
same  as  the  number  before  the 
Communists  came  into  |>ower. 
He  placed  that  figure  at  “'a- 
round  780,000.” 

Although  the  Protestant  pop¬ 
ulation  decreased  in  the  first 
few  years  after  the  Red  revolu¬ 
tion,  he  said,  there  has  been  a 
resurgence  of  religion  which  is 
likely  to  continue. 

Dr.  Stowe  contended  the  suc¬ 
cess  or  failure  of  missionary  ef¬ 
forts  could  not  have  had  much 
effect  on  the  loss  of  China  to 
the  free  world.  He  said  that 
“magnitude  and  complexity  of 
the  political  and  military  fac¬ 
tors  at  work"  there  could  not  be 
affected  by  a  relatively  kmatt 
group  of  missionaries. 

He  added  the  Communists  are 
willing  to  tolerate  Christianity 
and  other  religion  because  they 
believe  “It  will  eventually  with¬ 
er  away  as  archaic  in  the  face 
of  'aocialiat'  education.”

URBANNA,  Va.,  Angnst  11, 
1771  (BP)— Four  Baptist  preach¬ 
ers  "and  two  laymen  were  ar¬ 
rested  yesterday  and  one  of  the 
laymen  was  beaten  for  conduct¬ 
ing  an  unauthorized  Baptist  wor¬ 
ship  service  in  Middlesex  coun¬ 
ty. 

The  preachers  arrested  and 
now  being  held  in  Middlesex 
County  jail  awaiting  trial  are 
John  Waller,  Robert  Ware,  Jas. 
Greenwood,  and  William  Web¬ 
ber.  The  laymen,  Thomas  Wa- 
ford  and  Richard  Faulkner, 
were  released. 

While  William  Webber  was 
preaching  from  the  text,  “Show 
me  thy  faith  without  thy  works, 
and  I  will  show  you  my  faith  by 
my  works,”  an  officer  ru$hed 
up,  drew  a  club,  and  was  about 
to  knock  the  minister  down 
when  someone  caught  his  arm 
from  behind.  The  raid  was  con¬ 
ducted  by  two  sheriffs,  a  par¬ 
son  of  the  state  church,  and  a 
posse. 

The  Baptist  meeting  was  be¬ 
ing  held  in  the  home  of  James 
Ma^n.  Earlier  Robert  Ware 


sonable  papers  and  their  poc¬ 
kets  for  firearmsi  the  posse  took 
them  to  the  justtee  of  the  peace 
who  had  issued  the  warrant  for 
their  arrest. 

Discovering  that  the  preach¬ 
ers  had  no  license  from  the 
state  church  and  no  authority 
to  preach  “but  from  above,”  the 
magistrate  ordered  tpe  prison¬ 
ers  to  give  bond  and  security 
not  to  preach  again  in  the  coun¬ 
ty.  wllen  the  Baptists  declared 
that  they  could  not  obey  the  or- 
were  ordered  held  in  close  jail 
and  “not  to  be  allowed  to  walk 
in  the  air”  until  court  day.  The 
next  session  of  court  is  August 
26th. 

Although  Waford  and  Faulk¬ 
ner  were  released,  Waford  was 
beaten  severely  with  a  whip  by 
one  of  the  persecutors  ind  warn¬ 
ed  to  be  out  of  the  county  by 
noon  today  or  face  a  prison  sen¬ 
tence. 

The  prisoners  were  locked  up 
in  the  flea-infested  Middlesex 
,  County  jail  about  nine  o’clock 
last  night.  After  borrowing  a  i 
candle  frpm  the  jailor,  they  sang 
hymns,  prayed  for  their  friends 
and  enemies,  thanked  God  that 
they  were  in  prison  ah'd'not  in 
hell,  and  lay  down  in  their  dank 
cells  to  try  to  sleep.

The  station  has  eight  shortwave 
transmitters  which  make  up  the 
most  powerful  civilian  station 
in  the  world.  HCJB  is  a  non-de- 
nominational  radio  missionary^ 
project  which  cooperates  with 
several  evangelical  groups.  Its 
programs  are  presented  in  num¬ 
erous  languages  and  have  been 
heard  all  over  the  world  for 
many  years.
